LEGISLATIVE  BRANCH 

The  legislative  branch  of  the  United  States  government  is  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States.  It  is  composed  of  two  houses — the  Senate,  which 
contains  two  senators  from  each  state  (96  in  all),  and  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, which  contains  435  representatives  from  the  states,  one  terri- 
torial delegate  from  each  of  the  two  territories — Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  one 
resident  commissioner  representing  Puerto  Rico.

Congress,  which  assembled  for  its  first  session  January  3,  1947.

JUDICIAL  BRANCH 

The  judicial  branch  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Alabama  con- 
sists of  the  Alabama  Supreme  Court,  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  the  circuit 
courts  of  the  state.  Other  courts  such  as  county  courts,  juvenile  courts,  and 
many  others  vary  from  county  to  county.  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  the  Court  of  Appeals  are  elected  by  the  voters  for  six  year  terms.  Since 
these  are  the  only  courts  with  state  wide  jurisdiction,  they  are  the  only 
courts  whose  members  are  listed.
